& Ash tabula road. 


Mr. Hancock is not an orator, but is 


an earnest and careful debater, and on 
the question of tariff reform lie is 
literally loaded with facts and figures. 
He ran against Charles W. Stone in the 
congressional fight of 1S92, and, though 
defeated he considerably cut down Mr. 
Stone's majority.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19,1S94. 


Editor of Compiler: Secretary Carlisle 


has announced an issue of bonds, under 
authority of tbe act of 1875, to meet the 
present necessities of the 
Treasury. 


While neither he, President Cleveland, 
nor any member of the cabinet, has an} 
doubts about his authority to issue 
bonds, he and they would have prefer- 
red that Congress should have provided 
for the financial deficit, but Senator 
Voorhees and other leading Democrats 
iu Congress, after consultation and ma1 
lure consideration, arrived at the con- 
clusion that it would be impossible to se- 
cure Congressional action in time to 
render the aid needed, owing to differ- 
ences of opinion among Democrats as to 
what should be done; and advised that 
advantage be taken of the authority con- 
ferred by the old law. 
The issue ol 


bonds is to be limited to the immediate 
needs of the Government, thus leaving 
Congress free to act as soon as it may be 
so disposed, by providing other means of 
raising money that must be had from 
some source. The idea of a boud issue 
is not a palatable one to the average 
Dt-moerat, but in this case there was no 
choice; it was bonds or a default in 
meeting obligations ol the Government. 


The consideiation of the Wilson tariff 


bill is proceeding satisfactory to tbe 
Democrats, although the clauses about 
which there is the greatest Democratic 
controversy have not yet been reached. 
A number of minor amendments have 
been adopted, aud one very important 
one-providing that the free wool clause 
should take effect upon the passage of 
the bill.

utes he blamed others for swearing his life 
away, saying they were pot up to take bis 
iife lor money. He adhered to hia statement 
that George Rjese was the party, bnt did 
not believe he did it on purpose. He said 
he had no grudge against anyone and that 
he had left a statement. Daring his re- 
marks he blamed District Attorney Duncan 
for the part he had taken, and also censured 
ex-District Attorney Bowers, of Franklin 
county, for his part in twice sending him to 
the Penitentiary. He extended his thanki 
to Sheriffs Stoner and Mcllhenny for their 
kindness. At the close of bis talk, R3v. H. 
Gilchrist spoke lo him of forgiveness, when 
he tnrned. to the District Attorney and said: 
"I have forgiven the rest, aud I'll forgive 
you too."

At 11.39 the body waa taken down and car- 
ried into the corridor, where the noose was 
removed from his neck, the cap taken off 
and the jury, after viewing the remains, 
pronounced him dead from strangulation. 


During the afternoon a post mortem ex-

The election takes plate on the SQLh of 


February. All certiacates of nominations 
made by party organizations must be filed 
with the commissioners eighteen ilai/s, and 
those nominated by nomination papers 'must 
he filed fifteen days before the election.

AXCEOK SAVING JIAXUUE-KOTES. 


IT is estimated 
that about nine 


l>ounds of digestible matter is required 
to maintain a steer of 1,000 pounds live 
weight without loss or gain; but while 
this estimate is not reliable it points out 
that a large portion of the food sup- 
plied produces nothing at all. Experts 
claim that ninety per cent, of the food 
eaten by a cow ts needed to support her 
body, and that only by feeding abund- 
antly above the average allowance can 
she be made to give a fair profit. The 
more exposure to cold, the greater the 
amount of food is required for main- 
tenance of body. 


THE largest portion of the food con- 


sumed goes into the manure and it has 
been claimed that of every 1,000 bush- 
els ot corn that is fed to animals as 
much as SOO bushels is returned to the 
soil through the manure heap. This 


__ claim is perhaps a broad one, but that 


the manure heap receives much the 
largest proportion is true, and the im- 
portance of carefully saving the manure 
cannot be too strongly urged, as the 
real wealth of the farm is in the manure 
heap, to which all materials not appro- 
priated for some purpose eventually find 
their way. 
— 


IK you spread the manure upon the 


land as f;ist as made, of course, it will 
leach out just as rapidly as it would 
in the barn yard, but with this differ- 
ence, that Uie leach will go where it 
does the mo.it good. 


TJIE scales are as important to the 


farmer as to the merchant, and if the 
farmer expects to do business on busi- 
ness methods he must be well informed 
on all that is occurring. If the cattle 
are fed for market every kind of food 
should be weighed, and the gain or loss 
of the cattle should also be noted. If 
the fanner waits until he markets his 
stock before lie learns their weight he 
will have been working in the dark.

Many insects are destroyed by consign- 
ing rubbish to the (lames while tlie 
weather is cold. 


A WHITER states that he lias tested 


the matter aud finds that potato blight 
is more prevalent in fields where the 
rows run east and west than if they are 
Uid north and south, as the rays of the 
sun cannot penetrate the thick foliage of 
the potato plants when the drills are 
east and west, nor do the vines dry as 
easily after a shower. He believes that 
plenty of sunlight is oue of the best pre- 
ventives of blight, to secure which the 
drills should run north and south. 


Ari-LKs bring higher prices than do 


oranges, and aro scarce compared with 
the latter. There is a greater loss of 
apples from insects and parasites than 
from any olher cause.. It is not nec- 
essary to have the tree full of younn 
fruit to make apples pay. In fact, the 
fruit should be thinned out. What 
should be done is to teuilize the land 
and begin spraying the trees early. 


Dcitixii the warm days of winter the 


bees will come out of their hives and 
clean out the dead. More animal heat 
will also exist in the hive, aud for that 
reason the hives should be kept iu a 
place of even temperature.

A Thirty-Acre Tanner. 


The most unprofitable soil can be 


made productive without the use of 
manure or fertilizers, though it would be 
:i slow process to attempt to improve 
the land in that manner. With the aid 
qf^iaanure and fertilizers however, and 
the growing of crops that assist the 
land, the farmer can make his soil capa- 
ble of yielding to its fullest extent. 
Where tlie soil is moderately fertile the 
gain in plant food will be more rapid, 
and can be .accomplished without the 
use of stable manure. One of the best 
farmers in the United States has only 
thirty acres of land, and he keeps no 
stock except a pair of horses and one 
cow, 
yet his land increases in fertility 


every year and his profits are larger 
than those of neighboring farmers who 
have large tracts. He also refuses to 
buy more land, as he has as much work 
as he can do on the land now being 
cultivated by him. 


There is no secret in the improving of 


the soil by the growing of crops for 
that purpose. Clover is made the basis 
of all good farming. The clover plant 
is one that is promoted in growth by 
lime and potash, yet it contains a great 
deal of nitrogen, which it derives from 
the atmosphere and stores in its stems, 
leaves and roots. When a crop of clover 
is turned under ihe capacity of the 
soil is largely increased at the smallest 
cost, as the fertilizer carried into the 
soil by the clover is not taken directly 
from the soil itself. There is ammonia 
and nitric acid iu the air. Every rain 
brings these substances down [and car- 
ries them to the roots of the plants. 
Clover has the capacity for appropriat- 
ing the nitrogenous elements largely, 
and experiments have shown that the 
plant also has the ability to derive the 
free nitrogen from' the 
atmosphere 


through the ageucj o£ its leaves, which 
enters into combination with oxygen 
and hydrogen, forming plant 
food 


suitable for the requirements of the 
plant. By this process the clover plant 
derives its fertilizer from the air and 
stores it in the soil when the clover is 
plowed under. 


When nitrogenous crops ore used I or 


improving the soil rotation is advisable. 
Clover should be grown on every por- 
tion of the farm by seeding down a new 
plot every spring. Some experimenters 
maintain that the shading of the soil 
by the clover is one of the advantages 
gained, as nutrifaction occurs more 
teurtily under such conditions. This 
may be demonstrated easily, as every 
fat mer knows that where a board, piece 
of old carpet, or covering of any kind, 
has covered tiie spot, the soil becomes 
darker in color, is richer, and the pres- 
ence of angleworms evidence the fact 
that some process has occurred. When 
the land is shaded by clover the nitrifica- 
tion in the soil is an easier process than 
when the land is exposed. Half a cen- 
tury iigo the farmers "rested" the land 
by the fallow system, which simply per- 
mitted the growth of such indigenous 
plants as would appear and shade the 
soil, as well as derive nitrogen from the 
atmosphere. At the present day the 
intelligent farmer rotates his land by 
not allowing the same kind of a crop to 
grow on the land in succession, and 
uses clover to enrich his soil by deriving 
plant food from nature's storehouses of 
nitrogen.

Housekeeping Hints. 


Tlie most thorough housekeepers are 


learning tlie value of charcoal as a pre- 
servative and purifier and absorbent of 
moistuie. Many keep a shallow vessel 
filled with it brokeii quite fine in the 
ice chest and food cupboards through- 
out the summer. A few pieces of it are 
often put into poultry or game that has 
been drawn, when, if wrapped.in con- 
fectioner's paper and hung in a cool 
place, they will keep sweet several days. 
Fresh fish may be cleaned, sprinkled 
with salt, wrapped in paper, and then 
covered with charcoal. 


To clean gilt frames rub them with 


a little sal volatile mixed with cold 
water, or, after dusting the frames well, 
paint the gilding with a camel's hair 
brush dipped in the following mixture: 
Oue gill of water in which one ounce of 
common salt, one ounce of alum and 
two ounces of purified nitre have been 
dissolved. 


Water bottles and vases that become 


discolored and dirty should have a raw 
potato cut in bits and put inside with 
a tablespoonful each of salt and wasti- 
ng soda aud two of water. Shake well 
and rinse in clear water. 


An old and tried cleaning solution for 


black dresses is a handful of fig leaves 
boiled in a quart of water till only a 
pint is left. Dip a brush or bit of 
sponge in this and rub the-spots and 
stains. Black cloth that is only dusty 
and generally grimy may be washed in 
soap bark water, drying without rinsing. 


A baked lemon is said to be an ex- 


cellent remedy for hoarseness and one 
that is often resorted to by singers and 
public speakers. The lemon is baked 
like an apple and a little of the heated 
and thickened juice squeezed over lump 
sugar.

Hygienic Value of Perfumery, 


Dr. Anders of Philadelpbii a few years 


auo made the interesting discovery that the 
ozone in the atmosphere, the element which 
is the great pnrifier was mainly supplied 
from blooming flowers, and for this reason 
blooming plants were healthful in dwellings 
as well as attractive. Some interesting ex- 
periments with the odors of flowers have 
been made in the old world, and it ie fonnd 
that many species of microbes are easily de- 
stroyed by various odors. The odor of 
cloves has been known to destroy these 
minnte creatures in 25 minntes. Cinnamon 
will kill some species in 12 minntes ; thyme 
in 35 
la 45 minnles the common wild 


verbena is fonnd effective, while the odor ol 
some geranium flowers has destroyed vari- 
ous forms ol microbes in 50 minntes. The 
es-serjce of cinnamon is said to destroy the 
typhoid fever microbe in ]2 minntes and is 
recorded as tbo moot effective ol all odors as 
an antiseptic. It is now believed that 
fl »wers which are fonnd in Egyptian mum- 
mies were placed there more for their 
antiseptic properties than as mere orna- 
ments or elements in sentimental work.
